_ : =) crye ſalutes the deſcryed 
land: that the traucileris neuer quict nor content till 
he be at the endeof his voyage: and that wee-in the 
meane while tied in this world to'a-perpetualltaske, 
tolled with continuall cempeſt, ryred witha rough and 
comberſame way, cannot yet fee the ende ofourlas 
bour bur with griefe, nor behold 6+:+ porte but with 
reares, nor approchour home and -quretabode but with 
horrour andtrembling. Thus life is but a Penelopes web, 
wherein weare alwayes doing and yvndoing: aſea open 
to all windes, which ſometime within, ſometime with» 
out neuer-ceaſe-to torment vs: a wearytorney through 
extreame; heates; and coldes, ouer htgh mountaynes, 
ſteepe rockes, andtheenith deſerts, And ſo we termeit 
inweauing atthis web, in rowing at this oare,in paliing 
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A Diſcourſe of life and death. 
this miſerableway. Yet loe' whe death cothestoende 
our worke, when ſhe ſtretcherh out her armes to pull 
vs into the porte, when after ſo many dangerous paſla- 
ges, and lothſome loCgings ſhe would condutt vs to 
our true home and reſting place: inſfteedeofreioycing 
at the ende of our labour, ot taking comtort at the fight 
of our land, of ſinging at the approch of our happic 
manſion, we would faine, (who would belecue 1t 2 ) re- 
take our worke in hand, we would againe hoiſeſailc to 
the winde, and willinglie vadertake our tourney anew, 
No more then EG er we qur paines,our ſhipwricks 
and dangers are forgotten :we feare-no more the tray 
tatles nor the theeues, Contrarywile, we apprehende 
death as an extreame payne, we doubtit as a rocke, we 
flyc it as a theefe, We doe as litle children, who all the 
day complayne, and when the medicine is brought 
them, are no- longer ficke: as they who all the weeke 
jongrunne vpand downe the ſtreetes with payne of the 
reeth,and ſeeing the Barber commng to pull themour, 
feele no more payne: as. thoſe tender and delicate bo« 
dyes, who in apricking pleuriſie complaine, cric out, 
and cannot ſtay for a-Surgion, and when they ſee him 
whetting his Launcet to cut the throate of the diſeaſe, 
pou 11 their armes, and hide them-in the bed,-as,if 

ewere come to kill them. We feare more the cure 
then the diſeaſe, the ſurgion then the paine, the ltroke- 
then the impoltume. We haue more ſence of the medi- | 
Cins bitternes ſoone gone, thenof a bitter languiſhing 
long -contiqued +more: feeling of deaththe end ofour 
mileries, then the endlefſe miſery of 'our- lite. And 
whence proceedeth this folly and fimplicitie 2 we ney» 
ther knowe life, nor death. We feare that we ought to 
hope for, and wiſh for that we ought to feare; We call 
life a continuall death: and death the-ifſue of a liuing 
death, and: thei entrance of a neuer dying life ; Now | 
what good, 1 pray you, is there in hte, that we ſhould 
| b--4A {o 
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fo-rmuch purſuc it 2 or what cuill is there m death; thax 
we ſhould! fo much eſchue it? Nay what cuill is there 
not inlife 2 and what goods there notin death? Cons 
fider all the periods of this life: We enter it in teares; 
we pallc it in ſweate, we cnde itin forow. Great and 
litle, ritch and poore,not one in the whole world, that 
can pleade immunitie from this/ condition, Man in 
this point worſe then all other creatures, is borne vn+ 
able to ſupporthimſclte: neither receyuing in his firſt 
yeeres any pleaſure,nor giuing to others but annoy and 
diſpleaſure, and before the age of diſcretion palsing in- 
finite dangers. Only herein Jeſſe vahappy'then'in o+ 
ther ages, that he hath no ſence nor apprehenſion of 
his vahappines, Now is there any ſo weake nunded, 
that if it were graunted him to liue alwayes a childe, 
would make accompt of ſuch alife ? So thenit 1s.cui= 
dent' that not fimplie to liue is a good, bur well and 
happilie-to liue. But proccede. Growes he? with him 
growe his trauailes, Scarcely is he comeout of his nur- 
{es hands, ſcarcely knowes he what it is to play, but he 
falleth into the ſubiefion of ſome Schoolemailter : I 
ſpeake bur of thoſe which are beſt and moſt preciſely 
brought vp, Studies he ?1t is cuer with repining, Playes 
he ?neuer but with feare. This whole age while he is 
ynder the charge of an other, is vnto him but as apri- 
fon. He. only thinks, and only aſpires to that time ini 
freed from the maſterſhip of another, he may become 
maiſter of himſelfe: puſhing onward (as much as in 
bim lics) his age with his ſhoulder, that ſoone he may 
enioy his hoped libertie. In ſhort, he defires nothing 
more then the cade of this baſe age, and the beginning 
_ efhis youth. And what elſe I pray you is the beginning 
of youth, but the death of infancy 2the beginning of 
manhood, but the. death of youth? the beginning of to 
morow, but the death of to day ? In this 48 then de+ 
es be his death;and iudgeth his life miſerable : and ſo 
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cannot be reputed in any happines or-contentment! 
Behold him now, 'according to his with, at libertie : in 
that age, wherein Hercnles had the choile, to take: the 
way of yertue or of vice,reaſon REN his guide, 
and of theſe two muſt rake one. His palsion entertains 
him with a thouſand delights; prepares for ham athou- 
ſand baites , preſents him with a thouſand worldly 
pleaſures to ſurprizehim: and fewe thereare that are 
not beguiled. But atthe reconings ende what pleaſures 
are they ?pleaſures fall of vice which hold him ſtill in 
a reſ{tles feauer : pleaſures fubie& to repentance, like 
ſweete meates of hard diſgeſtion : pleaſures bought 
with paine and perill, ſpent and-paſtin a moment, and 
followed with a long and lothſome.remorſe of conſci= 
ence. And this is the very nature (if they be well exas 
mined) of all the pleaſures of this world. There isin 
none ſo much ſweetenes, but there-.is more bitternes : 
none ſo pleaſant to the mouth, but leaues an vaſauery 
after taſte and-lothſome - diſdaine : none (which is 
worſe) ſo moderated but hath his coroſiue, andcaries 
his puniſhment in it ſelfe. ] will not heere ſpeake ofthe 
diſpleaſures .conteſled by all, as  quarells, debates, 
woundes,murthers,baniſhments,ficknes, perils, where 
into ſometimes the incontinencie, ſometimes:the inſo- 
lencic of this ill guided age conductes him. But if thoſe 
that ſeeme plealures,be nothing elſe but diſpleaſures : 
if the ſweetnes thereof be as an infuſion of worme+- 
wood: it is plaine enough what the difpleaſureis they 
feele, and how great the bitternes that they taſte. 
Behold in ſumme the life ofa yong man, who rid ofthe 
gouernment of his parents and maiſters,abandons him« 
ſelfe to all libertic or rather bondage of his paſsion x 
which right like an yncleane ſpirit polleſsing hum, caſts 
lim now to the water, now into-the fire: {ſometimes 
caries him cleane ouera rocke,and ſometime flings him 
headlopg to the bottome, Now ifhe take and followe: 
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reaſon forhis euide,beholde on the other part wondcr- 
full difficulries; he muſt reſolue to fightin cuery part 
of the field : at euery {tepto bein conflict,and at hand= 
ſtrokes, as having his enemy imtront, in flanke, and on 
the reareward, neuer-teaniag to atlaile him, And what 
enemy 2 all that can dehight him, all that he ſees neere, 
or farre off: briefly the greatelit enemy ofthe world, the 
world itſelfe. But which is worſe, a thouſand treache- 
rous and dangerous —_—_—_— among his owne for- 
ces,and his paſſion within hunſelfe pa 260 *which in 
that age gomue to the higheſt, awaits but time, houre, 
and occalion to ſurprize him, and caſt himinto all vi- 
ciouſnes. God only and none other, can'make him 
chooſe this way : God only can hold him init to the 
ende: God only can make him vietorious in all his 
combats. And well we ſee how fewe they are that en» 
ter into it, and of thoſe fewe, how many that retire a« 
eaine. Follow the one way,or follow the other, he muſt 
cither ſubic& himſelte to a tyrannicall paſsion, or vn- 
dertake a weery and continuall combate, willingly caſt 
himſelfe to. deſtruction, or fetter himſelfe as it were in 
ſtockes, eaſily fincke with the courſe of the water, or 
paineſully ſwimme againſt the ſtreame.. Loe here the 
young man ,-who in his. youth hath drunke his full 
draught of the worlds vaine and decejuable pleaſures, 
ouertaken by them with ſuch a dull heauines,and aſto« 
niſhment; as drunkards the morow after a feaſt : either 
{fo out of taſte, that he will no more, or ſo glutted, that 
he canno more :not able without griefe to ſpeake, or 
thinke ofthem. Loe him that ſtoutly hath made refi- 
tance: he feeles himſelfe ſo weery, and with this cone. 
rinuall:confli&t ſo bruſed and broken, that'either he is 
| Vponthe point to yeeld himſelfe,or content to dyc,and 


fo acquit himſelfe, And this is allthe good, all the con- 
tentment of this floriſhing age,by children ſo-carneſtlie 
dcſired, and by old folkes 1o hartely lamented, Now. 


commeth 
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 commeththat- which is called PRe age, inthe which, 


men haue no other thoughts, but to purchaſe thems | 
ſelues wiſedome and reſt. Perfit in deede, but herein 
only perfit, that all imperfeRions of humane nature, 
hidden before ynder the {1mplicitie of childhood, or 
the lightnes of youth,, appeere at. this age intheir pers 
feftion. We {peake of none in this place. but ſuch as 


- are eltecmed the wiſeſt,and molt happie inthe conceig 


of the world. We played as you; haue f{eene in feares 
our ſhort pleaſures were attended onwith long repens 
tance, Behold, now preſent themſelues to vs auarice, 
and ambition, promufing if wee will adore them, per= 
fe& contentmet ofthe goods and honors of this world, 
And ſurely there are none, but the true children ofthe 
Lord, who by the faire illuſions: of the one or the other 
calt not themſelues headlong from the top of the pins 
nacle, But in the ende, what 1s all this conteatment 3 
The couetous man makes a thouſand vyoiages by ſea 
and by lande: runnes a thouſand: fortunes : eſcapes/a 
thouſand ſhipwrackes in perpetuall feare and trauell; 

and many times he cither looſeth his time, or gaineth 
nothing but fickneſſes,goutes, and oppilations for the 
time to come. In the purchaſe of this goodly repaſe, he 
beſtoweth his true reſt: and to gaine wealth ie {ſeth 


his life. Suppoſe he hath gained in good quantitie| that 


he hath ſpoiled the whole Ealtof pearles, and d; 
dry all: the mines ofthe Welt : will he therefore be ſet- 
led in quiet ? can he ſay that he is content? All charges 
and journeys palt, by his ow paines he heapeth vp 


| but future diſquietnes both of minde and body : from 


one trauell falling into another,neuer ending, but chans 
ging his miſeries, He deſired to. haue them, and now: 
teares to looſethem'the gotthem with burning ardour, 
and poſleflech in trembling colde: he aduentureda+ 
wong theeues to ſceke' them, :and hauing found them,: 
theeues and robbers on all lides, runnc mainely on 
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him : he labouredto dis them out of the eatth,and now 
is enforced to redig,and rehide them. Finally comming 
from all his voiages he comes -intoa priſon : and for an 
ende of his bodely trauels, is taken' with endlefle tra» 
uails of the minde. And what at length hath this poore 
ſoute attained after ſo many miſeries 2 This'Deuill of 
couetiſe by his illuſions,and enchantments, beareshim 
in hand that he hath ſome rare and ſinguler thing : and 
fo it fareth with him, as with thoſe ſcely creatures, 
whome the Deuillſeduceth vnder couler ofrelceuing 
their pouertic,who finde their hands full of leaues, ſup 
poling'to finde them full of crownes. He poſlefleth or 
rather is poſleſſed by a thing, wherein is neither force 
nor vertue : more vnprofitable,and more baſe;then the 
leaſt hearbe of the earth. Yer hath he heaped togither 
this vile excrement, and fo brutiſh is growne, as theres 
with to crowne his head, which naturally he ſhould 
tread ynder his feete. But howſocuer it be, is he there« 
-with content ? Nay contrarywiſe leſle now, then cuer. 
Wecommend molt thoſe drinks'that breede analtera« 
tion, and ſooneſt extinguiſh thyrit : and thoſe meates, 
which in leaſt.quantitie do longeſt refilt hunger. Now 
hereof the more aman drinkes, the more he 1s a thirſt, 
the more he cates,the-more an hungred:: It is a dropfie, 
(and as they-tearme it) the dogs hunger: ſooner may 
he burſt then be ſatiſfied. And whichis worſe, fo ſtrange 
in ſome is. this thyrlt, thatit maketh them dig the pits, 
and painefully drawe the water, andafter will not ſuf- 
fer them to drinke, In the middeſt ofa riuer they arc 
dry with thirſt :and on a heape of corne cry -out of fa- 
mine: they -haue-goodes and dare not vic them: they 
have joyes it ſeemes,and do not enioy them: they nei- 
ther haue for themſclues, nor for another : but ofall 
they hauc, they haue nothing: and'yet haue wanrof all 
they haue not, Let vs'then'returne to that, that the at= 
raining of all -theſf deceiuable goods is nothing hue 
$5 | B. put 
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but weerines of body, and the gotrzon for the moll 
part, but weerines of the minde: which certenly is ſo 
much the greater, as.is more.ſenfible, more ſubtile,and 
more tender the ſoule then the body. But the heape of 
all miſery is when they come to looſe them: when ez» 
ther ſhipwracke, or ſacking, or inuaſton, or fire,or ſuch 
like calamities, to which theſe fraile things are ſubiect, 
doth take and cary them from them, Then fall they to 
cry,to weepe, and to torment themſclues, as little-chils 
dren that- haue loſt their play-game, which notwiths 
ſtanding is nothing worth. One cannot perſwade them, 
that mortall men haue any other good in this world, 
but that which is mortall. They are in their owne con- 
ccits not only ſpoyled, but altogither flayed. And for 
aſmuch as in theſe yaine things they haue Rae all their 
hopc,hauing loſt them, they fall into deſpaire,out of the 
which commonly they cannot be withdrawen, And 
which is more, all that they haue not gained according 
to the accompts they made, they eſteeme loſt: all thay 
which turnes them not to great and extraordinary;pras 
fit,they accompt as damage: whereby we ſee ſome fall 
into ſuch deſpaire, as they. calt away themſelues,.In 
ſhort, the recompence that Couctiſe yeclds thoſe that 
haue ſerued it all their life,is oftentimes like that of the 
Deuill: whereof the ende is, that after a ſmall time has 
uing gratified his #07 A ISANITR he giues them ouer t6 
a hangman, or himſelfe breakes their neckes, I will not 
heere diſcourſe of the wickednes and muſchiefes where- 
vnto the couctous men ſubic& themſclues to attaineto 
theſe goodes, whereby their conſcience is filled with 
125 dpenge remorſe, which neuer leaues them in quiet; 
ufthiceth that in this ouer yvehement exerciſe , elinch 


buſicth and abuſeth the greateſt part of the world;the 
body is ſlaine, the minde is ones, the ſoulc.is loſt. 
without any pleaſure or contentment. nenlh DR 
Come we to ambition, which, by a grecdines. of bo- 
| : Nor. 
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nor fondly holdeth occupied the greateſt perſons: 
Thinke we there to finde mere? nay rather leſſe, As the 
one decciueth vs, geuing vs' for all our trauaile, but a 
vile excrement _e; the earth: ſo the other repayes'vs, 
but with ſmoke and winde : the rewards of this being 
as vaine, as thoſe of that were groſle. Both in the one 
and the other, we fall into a bottomles pit ; but into 
this the fall by ſo'much the more dangerous, as at the 
firſt ſhewe, the watcris more pleaſant and cleare. Of. 
thoſe that gene themſelues to courte ambition, ſome 

are great about Princes, others commanders of Ar<- 
mies: both ſorts according to their degree, you ſee ſa- 
luted, reucrenced, and-adored of hoſs thar are vnder 
them. You ſee them appareled inpurple, in ſcatlet,and 
in cloth of gould : it ſcemes at firlt fight there is no con- 
tentment 1n the world but theirs. But men knowe not 
how heauy an ounce of that vaine honor weighes, what 
thoſe reuerences colt them, and how dearely they pay 
for an ell of thoſe rich ſtuffes: who knewe them well, 
would ncuer buy them at the price. The one hath at- 
tainedto this degree, after along and painefull ſeruice 
hazarding his life vpon cuery occaſion, with loſle oft- 
times of a legge or anarme, and that at the pleaſure 
of a Prince, that more regards a hundred perches of 
oround on his neighbours frontiers, then the liues of a 
hundred thouſand ſuch as he:vnfortunate to ſerue who 
loues him not : and foolith ro thinke himſelfe in honor 
with him,that makes ſo litlereckening to looſe him for 

a thing of no worth. Others growe vp by flattering a 
Prince, and long ſubmitting their toongs and hands to 

fay and doe without difference whatſocuer theywill 
haue them :wherevnto a'good minde can neuer com- 

maund it ſelfe, They ſhall haue indured a thouſandin- 

1urics, receiued-/a thouſand difgraces, and as neerc as 
they ſeeme abour the Prince, they are neuertheles al- 
wayes as the Lions keeper, who by long patience, a

thouſand feedings and a thouſand clawings hath made 
a fierce Lion farliar, yet geues him neuer meate, but 
with pulling. backe his hand, aiwayes 1a teare lealt he 
ſhould catch him : and if once un a yere he bites hin, 
he ſets it fo cloſe, that he is paid for a long time after, 
Such is the ende of all princes fauorites. When a Prince 
after long breathings hath raiſed a man to great height, * 
he makes it his paſtzme, at what time he ſeemes to be at 
the top of his trauaile, to-caſt him downe at an inſtant : 
when = hath filled him with all wealth,he wrings him 
after as aſponge : louing none but himſelf; ge 
euery. one made, but -to ſerue, and pleaſe him, Thet 
blinde- courtiers make, themſclues beleeue, that they - 
haue freends, and many that honor them : neuer conſi- 
dering that as they make ſemblance to loue,and honor 
cuery bo dy, ſo others do by them, Their ſuperiors diſ- 
daine them, and neuer but: with ſcorne do ſo muchas 
ſalute them, Their inferiors ſalute them becauſe they 
haue neede of them (I meane of their fortune, of their 
foode, of their apparel], not of their perſoa). and far 


.their equalls betweene. whome” commonly trendſh; 


conliites,they enuy each other,accuſe each other,crofle 


each other; continually greeued either at their owtie 
'harme, or at others good. Nowe what greater hell-is 
there, what greater torment,then emwe 2 which in truth 
is nought elſe but a feauer Heftique of the minde: fo 


they are vtterly fruſtrate ofall frendſhip, cuer iudged 
by the wiſeſt the chiefe and ſoueraigne good among 
men, Will you ſee it more clearcly > Let but fortune 
turne her backe, euery man turnes from them : let.her 
frovanc, euery man lookes afide on them : let them once 
be lifroabed of their triumphall garment, no body will 
any more knowe-them, Againe, let there be apparelled 
in it the moſt vaworthie, and infamous whatſocuer : 
euen he without difhcultiec wo vertueof his robe, ſhall 

ther had done-him, Jo. the 
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Meane time they are puffed vp, and growe proude, as 
the Aﬀle which caried the image of 7s was Br the ho- 
nors done to the Goddelſle, and regard not that it is the 
fortune they _ which1s honored,not themſchues,on 
whome as on Aſſes, many times ſhe will be caried. But 
you will ſay : Atleaſt fo long as that- fortune endured, 
they were at eaſe, and had their contentment, and who 
chath three or foure or more yeeres of happy time, hath 
not bin all his life vahappie, True, if this be to beat 
eaſe continually to feare to be caſt downe from that de- 
gree,. wherevnto they are raiſed : and dayliy' to defire 
-with great trauaile to clime. yet. higher. Thoſe (my 
fri end) whome thou takelt ſo well at their eaſe, becauſe 
-thou ſeelt them but without, are within farre otherwiſe. 
They are faire built priſons, full within of deepe: dit» 
-ches, and dungeons : full of darkenes, ſerpents and tor= 
ments. 'T hou ſuppoleſt them lodged at large, and they . 
thinke their ions {traite, Thou thinkelt themyery 

High, and they thinke themſclues very lowe. : Nowas 
ificke4s he, and many times more ficke, who thinkes 
thimaſelfe ſo, then who-in deed is. Suppoſe them to be 
' Kings : if they thinke thetmſelues ſlaues, they are no 
-better : for what are we but by opinion 2 you ſ{ee-them 
- well followed and attended : and euen thoſe whome 
; they haue choſen for their guard, they diſtruſt. Alone 
-or in company euer they are1n feare, Alone they looke 

behinde x 2 : in company they haue an eye on euery 

fide of them, They drinke in gould and : bw - butin 
'thoſe, not in earth or glaſle 1s poiſon prepared. and 
:dronke. They haue their beds ſat: and well made:when 
'they/lay them to ſleepe you ſhall rrotheare a mouſe {tur 
in thechamber :notſo much as a flie ſhall come neere 
their faces. 'Yet neuertheles, where the countreyman 
ſlcepes at the fall ofa great riuer, at the noiſe of amar- 
ker, hauing no other bed but the earth, nor couering 
' but.the heauens,theſein the mk ddeſt ofallxbizdimee 
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_ ADiſcotifſeof lifeatid death; 
and delicacie, do nothing bur rurnefrom fide to fide, it 
ſeemes ſtill that they heare ſome body,there reſt it ſelfe 
is withoutreſt. Laſtly, willyou' knowe what the diuver= 
fitic is betwene the molt hardly intreated priſoners 
and them? both are inchained, both loaden with fet= 
ters, bur that the one hath them ofiron; the other of 
gould;and that the one is tied but by the body, the 0+ 
ther by the mind. The priſoner drawes his fetters after 
him, the courtier weareth his vpon him, The priſoners 
minde ſometimes comforts the paine of his body, and 
ſings in the midſt ofhis miſeries: the courtier termens 
ud in minde weerieth inceſſantly his body, and catt 
neuer giue itreſt. And as forthe contentment you ima= 
Sine they haue,you are therein yet more deceiued, You 
wdge and eſteeme them great, becauſe they are raiſed 
high: but as fondly,as who ſhould iudge a dwarfe great, 
for being ſet on a tower, or on the top of a mountaine. 
You' meaſure ({o good a Geometrician you are) the 
image-with his baſe, which were conuemient, to knowe 
his true height, to be meaſured by it ſeIfe :» whereas your 
regard not the height of the image, but the height of 
the-place it ſtands vpon. You deeme them great (ifin 
this carth' there can up greatnes, which'in reſpe& of 
the whole heauens is but a point,) But could you entex 
into their mindes, you would judge, that neither they 
are great, true greatnes conhiting in contempt of choſe 
vaine greatneſles,wherevnto they are ſlaues: nor ſeeme- 
vnto themſelues fo, ſeeing dayly they are aſpiring high= 
er, and neuer where they would be, Some one lets 
downe a bound in his minde. Could I attaine to ſuch a 
degrec, loe, I were content :T would thenreſt my ſelfe, 
Hath he atcained it 2 he genes himſclfe not fo much as 
a breathing: he would yet aſcend higher. That which” 
is beneath he counts a toy : it is in his opinion but one 
{tep. He reputes himſelfe lowe,; becauſe there ts ſome 

one higher, ur{tead otreputinghimfelf@high, becauſe”

therearea million lower. And ſo high he climes at laſt, 
that either his breath failes him bythe way,or he ſlides 
from the top to the bottome, Or if he get yp by all his 
trauaile, it 1s but .as to fande himſelfe onthe top ofthe 

Alpes : not aboue the cloudes, windes and ſtormes: 

but ratherat the deuotion oflightnings, and tempelts, 

and whatſoeuer elſe horrible, and dangerous is engen» 
dred, and conceiued in the aire : which moſt common» 
lytaketh plepine to thunderbolt and daſhinto pouder 
that proude height of theirs. It may be herein you will 
agree with me, by reaſon of the examples wherewith 
both hiſtories,and mens memories are full, But ſay you; 

fuch at leaſt whome nature hath ſent into theworld 
with crownes on their. heads , and ſcepters in their 
hands : ſuch as from their birth ſhe hath ſer -in- that 
height, -as they neede take no paine toaſcend:ſeeme 
without controucrſie exempt trom all theſe inuries; 
and by .conſequence may call themſeclues happie.” It 
may. be in deed they feele lelle ſuch incommodities; - 

bauing bene borne, bred and brought vp amangthems 
as one: borne neere the downfalls of Nike: becomes - 
deafe to the ſound : in priſon, laments not the wantof 

libertice : among'the Cxmmerians in perpetuall-night; 
witheth not for day : on the top of the Alpes;thinks not 
{traunge of the miltes, the tempelts, the ſnowes,and the 
ſftormes, Yet free doubtles they are not whe the lighte». 
ning often blaſteth a flowre of their crownes;or breakes 
ther ſcepter in their handes : when a drift of ſnowe 0+ 
ucrwhelmes them : when a nuſte of heauines,and griefe. 

continually blindeth their wit.; and vnderſtanding. 
Crowned they. are indeede, but with a crowne of 
thornes, They beare a ſcepter : bur it-is of a reede, 
more then any thing in the world pliable,and obedient. 
to all windes :it being ſo far off that ſuch a crowne can 
cure.the maigrims of the minde, and ſuch a ſcepter 
keepe off and tray away the grictes and cares which ho« 
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uer about them : that it is contrariwiſethe crownethat J 
brings them, andthe ſcepter which from all partesats 
| rrac&ts them, O crowne,ſfaid the Perſian Monarch, whg 
of knewe howe heauy thou fitteſt on the head; would nog 
i vouchſafe to take thee vp, thoughhe found thee in his 
\x | way, This Princeit ſeemea gauefortune to the whole 
world, diſtributed ynto men haps'and miſhaps at his 
leaſure:.could in ſhow make cuery manconteat: him« 
{elfe in = meane while freely confeſsing, that inthe 
whole wgrld, which he held ia his hand there was no= 
; cling bur griefe,and vnhappines. And what will all the 
. reſt rell vs, if they liſt to vtter what-they. found 2. We * 
| will not aske them who haue concluded a miſerable 
life with a diſhonorable death : who haue beheld their 
kingdomes buried before them,and haue in great miſe- | 
ry: long ouerliued their greatnes, Not of D:onyſe of Si= 
cill,aore contentwith a handfull of twigs towhip lictle 
Thildrenof Corinthin a ſchoole, then with the ſcepter, 
wherewith he had beaten all Sicz{: nor of Sylla, who has 
uing robbed the whole {tate of Rome, which had before 
robbed the whole world, neuer found-meanes of reſt ij 
himſelfe, but by robbing himſelfe of his owne. eſtate; 
jp with-incredible hazard both of his power and autho« 
K ritie. But: demaund+we-the opinion of King Salomon, a

wolfe by the eares,and that(if without danger of biting 
he might) he would gladly let it goe : complayning on 
fortune for lifting him ſo high, and then taking away 
the ladder, that he could not come downe agayne, 
Of Dzocleſian, a Prince of {ſo great wiſedome and vers 
tuc in the opinion of the world: he will preferre his vos» 
luntary baniſhment at Sa/ona, before all the Romaine 
Empire, Finally, the Emperour Charles the fifth, eſtee» 
= by our age the molt happy that hath lived theſe 
many ages : he will curſe his conqueltes, his viftories, 
his triumphes : and not be aſhamed to confeſle that 
_ farre more good incompariſon he hath felt in one day 
of his Monkiſh ſohtarines, then in all his triumphane 
life. Now ſhall we thinke thoſe happie in this imagis 
nate greatnes, who themſelues thinke themſelues vns 
happie ? ſeeking their bappines in lellening themſelues, 
- and not finding in the world one place to reſt this 
'greatnes, or one bed quietly to {leepe in? Happie 1 

: | who in minde liues SO :and hemoſtof 
all go ee whome nothing he can haue can content; 
Then miſerable Pyrrbas King of eAlbante, who would 
winne all the world, to winne (as he fayd) reſt: and 
went ſo farre to ſeeke that which was ſo neere him. But 
more miſerable eAlexander, that being borne King of 
2 great Realme, and: Conqueror almoſt of the: earth; 
ſought for more worlds to-ſatiſtye his fooliſh ambition, 
within three dayes content, with {ixe foote of groaunde; 
To conclude, are they borne on the highelt Alpes? 
they ſceke to ſcale heauen. Haue they ſubdued all the 
Kings of the earth 2 they haue quarels topleade with 
| God , and indeuour to treade vnder foote his kings 
- dome. They haue no end.nor limit, till God laughing 
at their vaine purpoſes, when they thinke themielues 

at the laſt ſtep, cthunderſtrikerh all this preſumption, 
breaking in ſhire their ſcepters in their hands, and 
oftentimesintrapping them in their owne crownes.

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a word, whatſoeuer happinescanbe in that ambition

dible heart griefe, ſeeing ſome by lefle paines taken 
haue riches fall into their hands : ofthem, who iuſtling 
one an other to haue it, looſe it,and caſt it into the hands 
- of a third : Of thoſe, who holding it in their hands 
to hold it faſter, haue-loſt it through their fingers, 
Such by allmen are eſtcemed vahappie, and are'in- 
ced fo, becauſe they iudge themſelues ſo, It ſufficeth 
that all theſe liberalities which the Deuill caſteth ys 
as out ata windowe, are but baites : all theſe pleaſures 
but embuſhes : and that he doth but make his ſport of 
vs, who ſtriue' one with another tor. ſuch things, as 
moſt ynhappie is he, that hath beſt hap to finde ther, 
Well now, you will fay, the Couctouſe 1n all his goodes, 
hath no good: the Ambitious at the belt he can be, 
is bur il}, Bur may there not be ſome, wha ſupplying 
" the place of lultice, or being neere about a Prince, 
may ' without following fuch vnbrideled- paſsions, 
pleaſantly enioy their goodes, ioyning honor with reſt 
and contentment of minde ? Surely in former ages 
(there yet remayning among men ſome ſparkes of {1n- 
ccritic) in ſome ſortir mightbe ſo: but being of that 
compolition they nowe are, I-ſce not how it may be 
in any forte. For deale you in afftayres of ellate in theſe 
times, cither you ſhall do well, or you ſhall do i11. Ifill, 
you haue God for your enemy; and your owne conſci= 
ence for a perpetually tormeating *cxecutioner , If 
well, you haue men for your enemies, and of men the 
greatelt : whoſe eauigand malice will fpic you out,and

thouſand dangers in the world, with purchaſe of a 
thouſand diſplcaſures, Whereof it growes,.that if you 
could hearethetalke of the wiſeſt and leaſt diſcontent 
of this kinde of men, whether they ſpeake aduiſedly, 
or their words palle them by force of truth, onewould 
gladly change garment with his tenaunt : another 
. preacheth how goodly an eſtate itis to haue nothing: 
a third complaining, that his braines, are broken with 
| thenoiſe of Courte or Pallace, hath noother thought, 
but as ſoone as he may to retire himſelf thence, So that 
you ſhall not ſee any but is difpleaſed with his owne 
calling, and enuieth that of another : readie neucrs 
. theleff: to.repent him, if a man ſhould take him at 
his word, None but.is weerie of the buſsineffes where« 
vnto his age is ſubie&, and wiſheth not to be elder, 
to free him(ſelfe of them: albeit otherwiſe hee kees

What muſt we then doe in fo great a-contrarietic 
and confuſion of mindes 2 Muſt wee to fynde true 
humanitie!, fiye the ſocictie of men, and hide vs in 
forreſtes among wilde beaſtes? to auoyde theſe vn+ 
rulic paſsjons, eſchue the. aſſemblye of creatures 
{uppolcd reaſonable ? to plucke vs out of the cuills 
of the world, ſequeſter our ſelucs from the world ? 
Coulde wee in ſo dooing liuc at reſt, it were ſome+- 
thing, | 


- But alas ! men-cannot take/heerein what parte. 
they woulde : and euenthey which do, finde not there 
all the reſt. they ſought for. . Some would gladly doo, 
but ſhame of the. world recalis them. Fooles to be a- 
ſhamed of-what in their heartes they .condemne: 
andinore tooles to be aduiſed by the greateſt enemye 
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A Diſcourſe of life and death, 
they can or ought to haue. Others are borne in hande 
that they ought toſerue the publique, not marking 
that who counſell them ſerue only themſelues : and 
that the more parte would not/much ſecke' the pub+ 
lique,, but that they tounde their owne particular. 
Some are told, that by their good example they may 
amende others : and -confider not that a hundred ſound 
men, euen Phiſitions themſclues, may ſooner catch 
the plague in an infeted towne, then one: be healed: 
that it 15 but to ..npt God, to enter therein: that a» 
ainſt ſo contagious an aire there is no preſeruatiue, 
60 in getting tarre from it. Finally, that as litle as 
the freihe waters falling into the fea, can take from 
it his ſaltnes : ſo little can one Lot or two, or three, re« 
forme a court'of Sodome.. And as concermns the wiſelt, 
who- no leſſe carefull for their ſoules, then. bodies, 
ſeeke to bring them into a ſound and wholeſome ayre, 
farre from the-infeQion of wickednes: and who led 
by the hande of ſome Angell of God, retire them< 
ſelues in ſeaſon, as Lot into ſome little village of Se> 
£or , out of the corruption of the world , into ſome 
countri* place from the infe&ted townes , there qui=- 
ctlie employing. the tyme in ſome knowledge and 
{crious contemplation: I willinghe yeeld-they are in 
a place of lefle daunger, yet becauſe they carie the 
danger, in themſelues ; not abſolutelie exempt from 
danger, They flic the court, and a court folowes them 
on all ſides : they endeuoure to eſcape the world, 
and the world: purſues them to death, Hardly inthis 
world can they finde a place where the world findes 
them not* ſo gredelic it ſeeckes to murther them. _ 
And if by ſome. ſpeciall grace of God they ſeeme for 
a while free from” theſe. dauygers , they haue ſome. 
pon that troubles them, ſome domelticall-de- 
vate that torments them, or ſome familiar ſpirtt 
ſorts 


that tempts them : brieflie the-wor}d: dayly in 
vent -.. F : . oy

 forre or other makes irſelfe felt of them , But the 
worſt is, when we are out of theſe externall warres 
and troubles, we hnde greater ciuill warre within our 
ſelues : the fleſhagamittheſpirite , paſsion againſt rea- 
ſon, carth againſt heauen, the worlde within vs fighting 
for the world;cuermore ſo lodged in the botome of our 
owne hearts, that on no fide we can flie- frony it , :Þ will 
fay more: he makes profeſsion to fhe the worlde.; who 
{eckes thereby the praiſe of the worlde : hee fainethto 
runne away, whoaccording to the prouerbe, By draw- 
ing backeſets himſelfe torward:he refuſeth honors, that 
would thereby be,prayed to take them :. and hides him 
from mento the ende they thoulde come to fecke him, 
So the world often harbours in diſguiſed attireamong 
them that flie the world. This is an abuſe, Burtfollow 


wee the company of men , the worlde hath his court + 
mong them : ſeeke we the Deſerts, it hath there his 
dennes/ and places of reſorte, and in the Deſert ir ſelfe 
tempteth Chriſt Tefus ./ Retire wee our ſehues into our | 
felaes,we hnd itthereas vncleane as any where ,'' Wee 
cannot make the worlde die in vs,'but by dieng our 
felucs. Weareintheworld, and theworlde in vs, and 
to ſeperate vs from the worlde, wee maſt ſeperate! vs 
from our {clues . *Nowethis feperation is called Death. 
Wee are, weethinke, come out of the contagious citie, 
butwee are not aduiſed that we haue ſacked the-bad 
aire, that wee carry the plague with vs, thatweſopar- 
ticipate with 'it,, that through rockes , 'through de- 
farts, through mountaines , 4t euer accompanieth'ys, 
Hauing auoyded the contagion of others, yetwehaue it 
in our felues. We hauewithdrawen ys out:of men: but 
notwithdrawen man out of vs'. The'zempeftuous' ſea 
forments vs:we are gricued at the heart, and-defirous te 
vomit: and to be diſcharged thereof, we remoueoutof 
one ſhip into another, froma greater to a leſle: wepro« 
miſc our {clues reſt jn vaine:they being always the ſame 
ern C3 windes 
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winds that blow, the ſame waues that ſwel;the fame hu 
morsthat are ſtirred. To al no other port,no other mean 
of tranquilitie but only death, We wereficke in acham« 
ber neere the {treet, or neere the market:we cauſed our 
{clues to be carried into ſome backer cloſer, where the 
noiſe was not {ſo great. But though there the norſe was 
lefle: yet was the feauer there ncuertheleſle: and there= 
by loſt nothing of his heate,, | Change bedde, :chamber, 
houſe,country, againe and againe : we ſhalleuery where 
finde the ſame vareſt, becaulc eucry where we fiade our 
{clues : and (eek not ſo muchto be others,as to be other 


wheres, We folow ſolitarines;to fhe carefulues; Weres © 


tire vs({o ſay we)from the wicked: but cary with vs our 
auarice,ourambition,our riotouſues,allour corrupt af- 
fetios:which breed in vs 1000,remorſes;& 1000,times 
each day bring to our remembrance thegarlike & oni= 


ons of Egrpt. Daily they paſſe the Ferry with vs : ſo that 


bothon this fide,and beyond the water;we are in conti= 


nual combat..Now could we caſlcrethis copany, which 
eats/and gnaws our mind,doubtles weſhould beatreſty 
not inſolitarines onely, but cuen in the thicket of men; 
For the life of-ma vpon earth is but a continual warfare, 
Are we deliuered from externall praizes? Weeare to 
take heed of internall e{pials. Are the Greekes gone a» 
way? We hauea: Sion within, thatwitbetray themrthe 
place.,, Wee muſt ener be waking, hauing ancie tothe 
watch,and weapons in our hands, if wee will not-euery 
riſed,& giuen vp tothe wilot our enimies; 

And howat laſt.canwe eſcape? Not by the woodes, by 
the riuers,nor by the mountaines: not by:throwingour 
{clues intoapreſle, nor by. thruſting our ſelues intoa 
hole. One only meane there is,whichis death : whichin 
ende {eperating ourſpirite from our fleſh, the pure and 
clean part ofour ſoule trom the vncleane, whichwithin 
vs cucrmore bandethit ſeife for the worlde, appeaſeth 
by this ſeperationthat,whichconioynedin ſy 
” 


ADiſcourle of life and death. 
ſame perſon coulde not,without vtter choakins of the 
fpirit, but be in perpetual} contention. 541 

And as touching the” contentment that may be in 
the exerciſes of the wifeſt men in their ſolitarineſle; as 
reading diuine or prophane Bookes , with al other 
knowledges andlearnings: I hold well thatitis indeed 
a far other thing, then are thoſe madde huntings, which 
make ſauagea multitude of men poſteſ(led with theſe or 
the like diteaſes of the minde. Yet muſtthey all abide 
the judgement pronounced by the wiſelt among the 
wiſe,: Salomon, that all this neuertheleſle applied te 
to mans natural] diſpoſition, is to him but vanitie and 
vexation of minde. Some are cuer learnins to corre 


| 'O T_ 
their ſpeach, and neuerthinke ofcorreCting their life. 


Others diſpute in their Logique of reaſon andthe Arte 
of reaſon ; and looſe thereby many times their naturall 
reaſon. One learnes by Arithmetike to diuide tothe 
ſmalleſt fraQtions,and hath not skill to part one ſhilling 
with his brother, ' Another by: Geometry can meaſure 
fields,and townes, and countries : butcan not meaſure 
himſelfe', The Mufitian can accord his voyces, and 
ſoundes, and times togithertaauing nothing in his heart 
bur diſcordes, nor one paſsion in his ſoule in good tune. 
The Alltrologer lookes vp on high,and falles inthe next 
ditch: fore-knowes the future, and forgoes the preſent? 
 hathoftenhis eic on the heauens , his heart long before 
buried'in the earth , The Philoſopher diſcourſeth of 
the nature ofall other things : and knowes not himſclfe. 
The Hiſtorian cantell of the warres of T hebes and of 
Troy: but what is doone in his owne houſe cantell no- 
thing. TheLawyer will make lawes forall the world, 
and not one for himfelfe'.” The Phyfition will cure a+ 
thers , and be blinde in his'owne- diſeaſe: inde the 
leaſt alteration in his pulſe , and not :marke the burn- 
ing feauers-of his minde... Laſtlie, the Diuine will 
nd the greatslt parte of his tune in > "g

faith and cares not to heare of charity:wil ta]keof God; 
and not regard to ſuccor men, 'Theſe knowledyes bring 
onthe mind an endlelle labour, but no contentment : 
tor the more one knowes, the more he would know, - © 

They pacify not the debates a manfeeles in himſelfe, 
they cure not the diſeaſes ofhis minde, They make him 
learned, but they make not him good: cunning, but not 
wiſe. 1 ſay more. The morea man knowes, the more - 
 knowes he that he knowes not : the fuller the minde is, 

the empticr it findes it ſelte : foraſmuch as whatſocuer a 
man can knowe of any ſcience 1n this worlde is but the 
lealtpart of what he is ignorant: all his knowledge con- 
fiiting in knowing his ignorance, al-his perfetion inno- 
ting his umnperfections , which who beſt knowes and 
notes,15ih truth among menthe moſtwiſe, and perfect, 
Inihort we muſt conclude with Salowerthat the begin= 
ning and end ofwiſedomei1s the feare of God : that this 
wiledome nenertheleſle is taken of the world for meere 
folly , and perſecuted by theworldasa deadly enemy : 
and that as whofeareth God, ought to feareno cuill;for 
that all his euils are conuertedto his good : ſo: neither 
ought he to hopefor good in the worlde, hauing there 
the deuil his profelled enemy,whom the Scripture ter- 
meth Prince of the world. | 
But with what exerciſe ſocuer wepaſle the time , be- 
hold old age vawares to vs coms vpon vs: which whe- 
ther we thruſt our {eluestnto the preaſe of men, or hide 
vs ſomewhere out of the way,neuer failes to find vs out, 
Euery man makes accomptinthat agetorelt himſelfe 
of all his trauailes without further care, but to keepe 
himſelfe at eaſe and inhealth.. And ſee contrariwiſein 
this age, there is nothing butanafter taſte ofall the fore 
going cuils: and moſt commonly a plentifull harueſt of 
all ſuch vices as in the whole courle of their life, hath 
held and poſleſſed them.. There you haue the vnabili- 
tic and: weakenelle of infancie ;-and (whichis worſe) 
$4 6 27 many 
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many times a nied with authoritie : there you 
are payed for the excelle and rio touſnes of youth, with. 
gowts, palſies , and ſuch like diſeaſes, which take trom 
you limme after limme with extreame paine/and tor- 
ment. There you are recompenced for the trauailes of 
mind, the watchings and cares of manhoode, withlolle 
of ſight, loſle of hearing, .and all the ſences one after an» 
other, except onely the ſence of peing - Not.one parte 
in vs but death takes in gage to be aſſured of vs, as of 
bad pay-mailters, which infinitely feare their dayes of 
payment , Nothing in vs which will not by and by bee 
dead: and neuertheleſle our vices yet liue in vs, and not 
onely live , but in deſpite of nature daily growe yoong 
againe, The couetous man hath one footein his graue, 
and is yet burieng his. money; meaning belike to inde 
it againe anogher day. The ambitious in his will ordai- 
neth vnprofitable pompes for his tuneralles, making his 
viceto liue and triumph. after his death . The riotous 
no longer able to daunce on his feete, daunceth with 
his ſhoulders , all. yices hauing lefte him,, and hee not 
yet able to leaue them, Thechilde wiſheth for youth: 
and this man laments it. The yong man liveth-in hope 
ofthe future, and this feeles the euill preſent, laments 
the falſe pleaſures paſt , and ſees for the time to come 
nothing to hope for ,. More fooliſh then the childe, in 
bewailing the tizme he. cannotxecall,, and not-remem+ 
bring the cuill hee had therein; and more wretched 
then the yongman,in thatafter a-wretched life not able, 
but cats we. to dic, he ſees onall fides but matter of 

diſpaire. As tor him,who from his youth hath vaderta- 
ken to combate againſt the fleſh, and againſt the world: 
who hath taken ſo great paines to morrtifie himſelfe and 
leaue the worlde before his time: who beſides thoſe or- 
dinarie cuilles findes umſelfe yexed with this great and 
4ucurable diſeaſe ofolde age , and feeles notwithſtan= 
«ing his fleſh howe werkelarecyl ſtronger oloeimde 


then his ſpirite': whatgood I pray can hee hauebnton« 
lie herein : that hee ſees his death-at' hand , thathee 
ſees his combate finiſhed; that: he ſees himſelfe reas 


_ dieto departe by death ont of this loathſome priſon, 


wherein all his life time hee hath beene racked and tor- 
mented? ] will not heereſpeake of the infinite euilles 
wherewith 'men in all ages are' annoyed, as loſle of 
friendes and parents , baniſhments , exiles, diſgraces, 
and ſuch others, commonand ordinaric in the world :. 


' ene: complayning of Joofing his children;-an other of 


hauingthem : one making ſorrow for his wifes death, 
an other for her life', one finding faulte,'that hee is 
roo high in Courte,/ another , that heeis not high e- 
nough.

them, and hauing them-to'retaine and keepe them (1 
ſpeake of the pleaſiires that may be kept, and not of 
thoſe that witherin a moment ) wil iudge of himlelfe, 
and by himſelfe, that the keeping it ſelfe of the greateſt 
felicitiein this worlde, is full of vnha pinelle and in- 
felicitie .

ly, thatin all our hte there.is nothing certaine, nothing 
alured , but the certaintie, and-vncertaintie of death, 
Behold, now-comes Death'vnto vs; Behold her, whoſe 
approch we ſo.much feare,, We are now to eolider whe- 
ther ſhe be ſuch as wee are made belecue : and whether 
we -oughtſogreatly toflic her , as commonly wee do. 
Wecare afraide other ;, but like little children of avi- 
zarde , or of the Images of Heeate., Wee haue herin 
borror : but becauſe wee conceiue her not ſuchias ſheis, 
but ougly, ternble, and hideous: ſuchag itpleaſeththe 
Painters to A hos þ ep on a wall, Weeflic before 
her: but it is becauſe foretaken with ſuch, yaine imagy» 
nations, wee Sme-not. our {elues leiſure tomarkeher. 
But flaie wee , ſtande/weeltedfaſt, looke wee her ini 
the face; wee ſhall finde her quite other; then: ſhee is 


painted vs: and altogether of other countenaunce then 


our miſerable lite, Death, makes, an endeof this lite. 
This life is,a perpetuall. miſcry and. tempeſt -;| Death 
then, is the iſlue' of our miſeries and entraurice of the 
porte where wee ſhall ridean fafetic from all windes.

Did weethen feele any 
paine;,' when as yetiwee were: not 4 Haue wee cuer 
more reſemblaunce of Death} thenwhen wee ſleepe?

that ſuch be the goingcout 2 If the/beginning of our.

fuch be the ending? But if ournot being in times paſt 
hath bene withour payne, and allthis being contrary+- 
wiſe full of paine: whome ſhould weby reaſon accuſe 
ofthe laſt panes, the not being ro come,or the remnant 
of this prelent being 2 We thinke we dye not, but when 
weyeeld VP our laſf caſpe. But if we marke well, we 
dye cuery day, cuery houre, cuery moment. We appre= 
hend death as a thing vnvſuall to vs : and yet haue 
nothing ſo common 1n vs. Our lining is but continuall 
dyeng:luoke how much we line, we dye: how much we 
encreaſ{e, our life decreaſes. We enter not aſtep into 
life, but-we 'enter a ſtep into death, Who hath lied a 
third part of his yeares , hath athird part of himſclfe 
dead, Who halfe fis yeares,is already half dead. Ofour 
life, all the time paſt is dead, the preſent liues and dies 
at once, and the future likewiſe thall dye, Thepaſtis 
no more, the future is not yet, the preſent is, and no 
more1s. Briefely, this whole life is buta death : it is as 
acandle lighted in our bodies: in one the winde makes 
it melt away, in another blowes it cleane out, many 
times cre it be halfe burned: in others it endureth to 
the ende.

is nota departing fro pain &euil,but anacceſle vnto.al 
good:not the end of hte, but the.end of death, & thebe= 
21ming of life. Better,ſaith Salomon,is the.day of death; 
then the day of birth, and why ? becauſe.it is not to vs a 
laſt day,but the dawning ofan cuerlaſting day. No more 
ſhallwe haue in that glorious light, cither ſorow for the 
paſt, or expeRation ofthe future: forall ſhallbethere 
preſent ynto vs,and that preſent ſhall neuer more paſle, 
No more ſhal we porwreout our ſcluesin vaine &pain+ 
full plcafures: for we ſhal be filted with true & ſubſtan= 
tiall pleaſures. No more ſhal we paine our ſelues in hea« 
ping togither theſe exhalatios ot the earth: forthe hea« 
uens ſhall be ours, and this maſle of earth, which cuer 
drawes vs towards the earth,ſhalbe buried in the earth; 
No more ſhal we ouerwearie our ſelues with mounting 
from degree to:degree, and from honor.to honor:for we 
ſhall highlie'be rayſed aboucall heights of the world z 
and from on high laugh ar the folly of all thoſe we once 
admired, who fight together for a point, and as litle 
childre for leſſethenan apple. Nomore to be brief ſhal 
we haue-.combares in our ſclues : for our fleſh ſhall be 
dead, and our ſpiritin full life : our paſsion buried, and 
our reaſon in-perte& libertie, Qur ſoule deliuered our 
of this foule &filthie priſon, where,by long continuing 
It is groweninto an habite of crookednes, ſhall againe 
draw her owne breath, recognize her ancient dwelling, 
and againe remember her former glory & dignity. This 
fleſh my frend which thou feeleſt;this body whichthow 
touchelt is not man: Manis from heauen: heauen is his 
countrie and his aire, That he is in his bod is bur by* 
way of exile & confinement; Man in deeds OP 
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ſpirit : Man israther of celeſtiall and diuine qualitie; 
wherin is nothing grofle nor materjalt. This body ſuch 
45 now it 1$,iS, but the barke & ſhell ofthe ſoule: which 
muſt neceflarily be broken, ifwe will be hatched :ifwe 
wilindeed liue & fee the light, We haue it ſemes, ſome 
life,and ſome\ence in vs: but are fo croked and contras 
Red, that we cannot ſo much as {tretch out our wings, 
much leſle take our flight towards heauen, vatill webe 
disburthened of this carthlie burthen, . We looke, but 
through falſe ſpeacles: we haue eyes but ouergrowen 
with pearles:we:thinke we ſee, bur it is in ak 8 
wherin we {ce nothing but deceit, All that we haue;and 
all.chat we know 1s but abuſe and vanitie, Death only 
can._reltore vs. both life and light: and we thinke (16 
blockiſh we are) that-ſhe comes to robbe vs of them. 
We ſay we arc Chriſtians: that:we: beleeue after this 
mortall,a life immartall : that deaths but a ſeparation 
of the body and fſoule: and that the ſoule returnes to his 
happic abode,there to 1oy in God,who only is allgood: 
thatat the laſt day it ſhall againe take the body. which 
ſhal no more be ſubic& ro corruptis. With theſe good» 
ly diſcourſes we fill all our SA 45 : and in the meanc 

awhile,wh& it comes to the point,the very nameof death 
as the borriblelt thing in the world makes vs quake & 
tremble. Itwe beleue as we {peak,whatis that we feare? 
to be happy ?to be at our Ph to bemore content ina 
momet,;thenwe might bein the longeſt mortal life that 
might be? or mult not we of force conteſle, that we be 
leuc it butin part? that-all wc haue is but words 2 that 
all qur diſcourſes, as of theſe hardie crencher knights, 
are but; vannting and. vanitic, 2 Some. you ſhall ſee, 
that wil ſay :I know well that Ipaſle out of thus life into 
a better: Trdaks no doubt of it: only I teare the mid» 
way itep,that Lamrto ſtep ouer. Weak harted creatures! 
they wil kill theſclues to-get rheirmiſerable liukng:ſuf- 
fer infinite paines,and inhnite wounds at another mans 
pleaſure : palls znflit deaths without dying, for things. 
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ofnought, for things that periſh, and perchance make 
them periſh with them, But when they haue but one 
pace to palle to be at reſt, not fora day, but for euer: 
not an indifterent reſt, but ſuch as mans minde cannot 
comprehende : they tremble , their harts faile them, 
they are affrayde: and. yet the ground of their harme 
is nothing but feare, Let them neuer tell me, they ap- 
prehend the paine: it is but an abuſe : a purpoſe to con- 
ceale the litle faith they haue. No, no, they would ra- 
ther languiſh of the -goute , the ſciatica, any diſeaſe 
whatſocuer : then'dye one {weete death with the leaſt 
paine poſsible:rather pininghe dye limme after limme, 
outliuing as it were, all their ſences, motions, and aCi- 
ons,then ſpeedily dye, immediatly to liue for euer, Lec 
them tell me no more that they would in this world 
learne to line : for euery one is therevnto ſufficiently 
inſtructed in himſelfe,and not one but is cunning in the 
trade. Nay rather they ſhould learne in this worldto 
dye: andonce to dye well, dye dayly in themſclues : fo 
prepared, as if the ende of euery dayes worke, were the 
Ce ofour life, Now contrarywilſe there is nothing to 
their eares more offenſue,then to heare of death. Senſe- 
leſſe people! we abandon our lite to the ordinarie ha« 
Zards of warre, for ſcauen ftranks pay : are formoſt in an 
aſfault,for a litle bootie: goe into places, whence there 
is no hope of returning, with danger many times both 


of bodies and ſoules, But to free vs fromallhazards, 


to winne things incſtimable, to enter aneternall life, 
we faint in the paſlage of onepace, wherein is no diffi» 
cultic, butin opinion: yea 5 faint, that were it not 
of force we muſt paſſe, and that God indeſpite of vs 
will doe vs a good turne, hardly ſhould we finde inall | 
the world one, how vnhappy or wretched ſocuer, that 
would cuer paſſe. Another will fay, had I liued till 


F0.,or 60.yeares, I ſhould haue bin contented : I ſhould 
not haue cared toliue longer; but to dye ſoyong is no 
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reaſon, I ſhould haue knowen the world before Thad 
left it, Simple foule ! in this world there is neither 
young nor olde, The longelt age in compariſon of all 
that is paſt, or all that is to come, is nothing : and when 
thou halt liued ro the age thou now defirelt,all the paſt 
will be nothing : thou wilt ſtill gape,for that is to come. 
The paſt will pony thee but forrowe, the future bur 
expectation, the preſent no, contentment. - As ready 
thou wilt then be to redemaund longer reſpite, as be 
fore, Thou flieſt thy creditor from moneth to moneth, 
and time to time, as readietopay the laſt daye, as the 
firlt : thou ſeekeſt butto be acquitted. Thou haſt talted' 
all which the world eltcemeth pleaſures : not one-of 
them is new vnto thee. By drinking oftener, thou ſhalt 
be neuer awhit the more fſatisfyed: for the body thou 
 carieſt, like the bored paile of Dazas daughters, will 
ncuer be full, Thou 12 Ab ſooner, weare 1t out, then 
' weary thy ſelfe with yſ1ng,or rather abuſing it. Thou 
crapeſtlong life to caſt it away, to ſpend it on worthles 


delights, ro miſpendit on vanities. Thou art couetous ' 
in defiring, and prodigall in Ponuns Say not thou 


findelt fault with the Court, or :the Pallace : but thar 
thou defireſt longer to ſerue the common wealth,-to 
ſcrue thy countrie, to ſerue God. He that ſer thee on 


worke knowes vatill what day, and what houre, thou 


ſhouldeſt be at it: he well knowes how to dire& his 


worke, Should he leaue thee there longer, perchance 


thou wouldeſt marre all. But if he will pay thee libe« 
rally for thy labour, as much for halfe a dayes worke, as 
for a whole: as much for hauing wrought till noone, as 


for hauing borne all the heate of the day : art thou not- 
fo much the more to thanke and prayſe him? but if 
thou examine thine owne conſcience, thou lamenteſt 
not the cauſe of the widdow, and the orphan, which: 
thou haſt left depending in Ra the _ 
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of a ſonne, of a father, orof a frend, which thou pre 
tendelt thou wouldelt performe : not the ambaſſage for 


the common wealth , which thou wert euen ready to 


yndertake : not the ſeruice thou deſireſt to doe vnto 
God, who knowes much better howe to ſerue him+« 
{cife of thee, then thou of thy ſelfe , It ts thy houſes 
and gardens thou lamenteſt , thy imperte& plottes 
and purpoſes, thy life (as thou thinkeſt) imperte& :- 
which by no dayes , nor yeares , nor ages, might be 
perteted; and yet <6 ſclte mightlt perfte&t in a mo« 
ment, couldeſt thou but thinke in good earneſt, that 
where it ende it skilles not, ſo that it end well. . 

Now to end well this life, is onely to ende it willing= 
ly: following with full conſent the will and dire&ion 
of God, and not ſuffering ys to be drawen by the ne= 
ceſcitic of deſtenie. To end it willingly, we mult hope, 
and not feare death, To hope for it, we mult certaine=. 
ly looke after this life, for a better life, To looke for 
that, wee mult feare God : whome whoſo well feareth, 
teareth indeede nothing in this worlde , and hopes for 
all things in the other . To one well reſolued in theſe 
points death can be but ſweete and agreeable: knowing 
that through it hee is fo cater into a place of all ioyes; 
The gricte that may be therein ſhall bee allaied with 
{weetnes: the ſufferance of ill, ſivallowed in the confi- 
dence of good : the ſting. of Death it ſelfe ſhall bee 
dead , which is nothing elſe but Feare, Nay, I wil ſay 
more , not onely all the cuilles conceiued in death ſhall 
be to himncthing : but he ſhall euen ſcorne all the mi{< 
happes men xedoubt in this life, and laugh at all thefe 
terrors, For I pray what can he feare, whoſe deathis his 
hope? Thinke we to baniſh him his country > He knows 
he hath a country other-where, whence wee cannot ba- 
niſh him : and that all theſe countries are but Innes, out 
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A Diſcourſe of life and death; 
inpriſon 2 a more ſtraite priſon he cannot haue, then his 
owne body, more filthy,more darke,more full ofrackes 
and torments, To kill him and take him out of the 
worlde? that is it he hopes for : that is it with all his 
hearthe aſpires vnto. By fire, by fworde, by famine, by 
fickeneſle : within three yeeres, within three dayes , 
within three houres, all is one tohim : all is one at what 
eate, "or at what time he paſle out of this miſerable 
hfe. For his buſineſſes are cuer ended , his affaires 
all difpatched, and by what way he ſhall go out, by 
the ſame hee ſhall enter into a moſt happie and e- 
uerlaſting life . Men can threaten him but death, 
and death 1s all he promiſeth himſelfe : the worſt they 
can doe, is, to make him die, and that is-the beſt hee 


. hopes for, The threatnings of tyrants are to him promi=- 
ſes;the ſwordes of his greateſt enemies drawne in his fa- 


uor:foraſmiuch as he knowes that threatning him death, 
they threaten himlite': and the moſt mortall woundes 
can make him but immortall*. Who feares God,feares 
not death : and who feares it not, feares not the worſt of 
this life. 

By this reckoning, you will tell me death is athing to 
be withed for : and to paſle from ſomuch euill; ta {6 


much good, a man'ihoulde asit ſeemeth caſt away his 


life . : Surely,I feare not, that for w_ good wee expett, 
we will haſten one ſtep the faſter : though the ſpirite als 
' pire, the body it drawes with it, withdrawes it ener Tuf- 
ficiently towardes the eatth . Yetis it not that I con- 


clude. We muſt ſceeke to mortifie ourfleſh in vs, and to 


caltthe world out of vs:but to caſt our felues out of the 
world is inno fort permitted vs ; The Chriſtian ought 
willingly to depart out of this life but not cowardly to 
rutne away . The Chriſtian is ordained by God to 
fight therein: and cannot leauehis place without incur 
ring reproch and infamic But if it pleaſe the grand

Captaine to recall him, let him take the retrait- in 
od part, and with good will obey it . For heceis not 
ty for himſelte; but for God : of whome he holdes 
his life at farme, as his tenant at will, to yeeld himthe 
rofites, It is inthe landlord to take ut from him,notin 
kk to ſurrender it, wheaa concett takes him , Dielt 
thou:yong ? praiſe God as the mariner that hath had 
a good winde, ſoone to bring him to the Porte . - Dieſt 
thou olde ? praiſe him likewiſe, forif thou haſt had leſle 
winde, 1t may be thou haſt alſo had leſſe waues ..
